The employes struck after the 


council decided it was illegal for 
a city government to recognize 
any union and that it would be 
against public policy. 


Some 1,200 citizens signed a 


•petition asking for the ordinance.

Thirty persons died in violent 


accidents as the nation began a 
three-day Fourth of July holiday. 


Nineteen of the victims lost 


their lives in traffic accidents 
since 6 p. m. Friday. 
Eight 


drowned nnd three were killed in 
accident* of miscellaneous causes. 


The summer season's biggest 


outpouring on the country's high- 
ways today was getting into full 
swirtg for the extended weekend. 
Some 33,000,000 cars are expected 
to be on the highways going to 
vacation lands and resorts, the 
National Safety Council estimated. 


The council also estimated 290 


persons will be killed in traffic 
accidents over the three-day pe- 
riod. It made no estimate of the 
number that will drown or lose 
their lives in other violent acci- 
dents. 
The toll over last yeat's 


three-day i-iourth of July^was 
more than 500, with nearly 300 
traffic fatalities.

big government revenue setback 
stuck President Truman today 
with a 1949 fiscal year budget 
deficit of $1,811,440,047.68 (B)— 
three times greater than the 
$600,000,000 he had predicted. 


The key figures, given round- 


ly in a year-end treasury com- 
pilation, were: Spending $40,057,- 
100,000, up $6,266,000,000 over 
the preceding year and a new 
peacetime high; revenue $38,246,- 
000,000, down $3,965,000,000 and 
at five-year low.

recordings of that voice made by 
wartime monitors on the Pacific 
coast. 


He said It would be identified 


as the voice of Mrs. D'Aquino by 
Japanese ieliow-workert who saw 
her at the microphone, and by al- 
lied service men who beard her at 


their fighting posts. Sometimes, 
DeWolfe added, the men heard her 
call them "boneheads," after she 
had lured them to their radios 
with music they liked and then 
told th«m devastating news about 
allied ship sinkings and deaths 
under Japanese bombings. 


Mrs. D'Aqumo doesn't deny she 


worked for radio Tokyo in war- 
time. But defense attorney Collins 
is expected to tell the court her 
part in the programs was small, 
she hai no choice about it, and 
she performed no traitorous act.

Social Security 
Cards Used in a 
Bad Check Racket 


Every year many business peo- 


ple are defrauded by individuals 
who pass worthless checks, using 
social security cards for identifica- 
tion purposes, according to Alfred 
Major, secial security office man- 
ager at Rockford. 


The Social Security Administra- 


tion frequently issues warning to 
business men not to accept a so- 
cial security card to identify a per- 
son cashing a check. Possession of 
a card doesn't mean a person has a 
bank account, nor does it always 
mean he is the individual he claims 
to be, for many cards are lost or 
stolen each year. 


Since social security records are 


confidential, it is impossible to 
give addresses to business men or 
police officers trying to trace pass- 
ers of bad checks. But even if that 
were not so, the Administration 
does not keep a record of current 
addresses. 


A Social security representative 


will be in Dixon every Friday 
morning. Claimants for social se- 
curity benefits or other interested 
persons may contact him at the 
Dixon City Hall.

28-year-old bru- 
nette returned to her native New 
York last night.

Asks 'Fair' Trial 


"I hope I can get a fair trial 


there, especially as I will be out 
of the whole atmosphere of this 
loyalty-oath-ridden 
town," she 


said in her farewell courtroom 
speech here. 


With the trial finally over, At- 


torney General Clark issued a 
statement saying he had had no 
"quarrel" and no "feud" with FBI

Because many post-war pur- 


chasers of small homes did not 
need garages, builders saved costs 
by eliminating them. Now that 
automobiles 
have again become 


available, these new home-own- 
ers require car shelter. 


Questions most often asked are 


where the garage should be lo- 
cated; what material should be 
used for its construction; and 
whether a fully-enclosed struc- 
ture is necessary or whether a 
car-port will suffice. 


If the plot is small but has side 


yard large enough to meet local 
zoning 
law 
requirements, 
the 


garage should be attached to the 
house. By building it of the same 
material 
and 
of 
harmonizing 


architectural 
design, house and 


garage will form a pleasing unit. 
The attached, fully-enclosed gar- 
age gives a rambling effect to 
the small house and uses a min- 
imum of valuable yard space. 


A long driveway to a garage 


in the rear takes up about 18% 
of a 50'xlOO' plot; if the garage 
is near the front of the house 
within 20 or 25 feet of the street, 
only 4% of yard is sacrificed. 


In attaching a garage to the 


house, do not let it extend for- 
ward further than the front of 
the house itself. More pleasing 
architectural 
lines are achieved 


if it is set back about 6 feet so 
that a jog is formed and the gar- 
age is not unduly prominent. 


Any attached garage should be 


built with a view to fire-safety, 
especially as regards the wall ad- 
joining the dwelling. Most build- 
ers meet 
this requirement by 


installing 
full-thick 
batts 
and 


blankets of fireproof mineral wool 
insulation in garage walls and 
roof. Should a fire break out, the 
flames will be held back from an 
hour to an hour and a half. Fur- 
thermore, the insulation will pro- 
tect the living quarters from a 
cold garage.

Many Things May Cause 
Eczema by Touching Skin 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. O. 


Eczema, or as it is known, 


dermatitis venenata, is a term 
used to* describe almost any weep- 
ir.g or crusting lesion of the skin 
caused by something with which 
the skin has come in contact. It 
may appear as a simple redness of 
the skin, or blisters 
Even small 


pus pockets may form. 


Almost anything can cause exze- 


ma, and the list includes such com- 
monly used substances as tincture 
of iodine, certain hair dyes and 
face powders. Plants are common 
sources of eczema. One of the 
most typical examples is common 
poison ivy. Cases of eczema have 
been traced to match boxes, to the 
ink of the comic strips, and to al- 
most every substance used in in- 
dustry or in the home. 


The trouble is usually confined 


at first to that area of the skin 
which has come in contact with the 
irritating substance. Later it may 
spread somewhat, though it is usu- 
ally worst on the hands, face or 
legs. The skin is likely to burn 
and itch. This can be so severe as 
to cause other changes of the skin 
as a result of scratching. 


Shim Offending Substance 
The treatment it aimed at iden- 


tifying the offending substance 
and then avoiding it The use of 
preparations on the skin which 
might make the condition worse 
also must be avoided. 


Sometimes finding the cause of

aid recovery. 


Skin specialists, however, are 


particularly concerned about the 
use on the skm of things like tinc- 
ture *i" iodint which may keep the 
eczema active and make it even 
more difficult to restore the skin 
to normal. There are many oint- 
ments or lotions commonly used on 
the skin which are especially irri- 
tating to someone affected by ecze- 
ma. Eczema can be made worse 
by trying to cure it with such sub- 
stances.

Starting Double Play, Balls Hit 
Into Hole, Tough at First Base 


By EDDIE WATTKUS 
Phillies' First Baseman 


Making the double play from 


first to second and back is diffi- 
cult for the first baseman. 


With a man on first, he has to 


field the ball, throw to second, 
hustle to first for the return throw. 


This is why a left-hand throw- 


er has a physical advantage at 
first base. He has a distinct bulge 
in throwing to second and third, 
although he rarely is called upon 
to throw to the latter. The bases 
are right in front of him, whereas 
a right-hand thrower has to turn. 
The right-hand thrower has the 
same edge making a throw to the 
plate^but this play comes up only 
when a baserunner attempts to 
score from third or second on an 
infield out. In that case it is the 
left-hander who has to turn. 


Hardest for many first basemen 


is making the decision of whether 
to go into the hole after a ball. 
That is, on balls hit far to his 
right, the first baseman has to 
make up his mind whether to 
take the ball and let the pitcher 
cover, or rely on the second base- 
mar, to field the ball. 


Usually it is best to break for 


the ball, make the pitcher cover. 
STRETCH GETS ASSIST 


Watching the ball, which prac- 


tically everybody does, the fans 
don't see how the 'first baseman 
gets in position. 
They see him 


only as he takes the throw. Cov- 
ering the bag, the first baseman 
stands with his legs spread, and 
with the base behind his feet, not 
between them. 


The left-handed first baseman 


tags the base by kicking back 
with his left foot. 


The right leg is stretched out, 


leaving him in position to throw 
immediately. Naturally, the right- 
handed first baseman does it just 
the opposite. 


The most important asset of a 


first baseman is a long stretch. 


Unless he reached for the ball

QuibLling, he said: "But basic 


to all justices is, of course, the 
deeply confidential relation that a 
law clerk bears to a justice and 
to be of any use at all he must 
be in the complete confidence of 
the justice, which means, he must 
know secrets of importance as

In frank language, the nominee 


must "enjoy the judge's confidence 
and know vital state secrets, but 
he may still be a double-crossing 
sneak and a traitor.
